Sir: 

THE  DIVISION  OF  ADVERTISING,  whicll  WaS 
established  as  part  of  your  committee  by 
the  Executive  order  of  the  President .  January 
'20,  1918,  addresses  to  you  this  final  account- 
ing of  its  work.  To  understand  this  labor — 
what  were  its  opportunities,  its  limitations, 
and  its  accomplishments — it  is  necessary  to 
begin  with  the  President's  order  of  January- 
'20th,  which  reads  as  follows: 

EXECUTIVE  ORDER— January  20,  1918. 

"I  hereby  create,  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Committee  on  Public  Information, 
heretofore  established  by  Executive 
order  of  April  14,  1917,  a  Division  of 
Advertising  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
and  directing  through  the  proper  channels 
the  generous  offers  of  the  Advertising 
forces  of  the  Nation  to  support  the  effort 
of  the  Government  to  inform  public 
opinion  properly  and  adequately." 

WooDROw  Wilson. 

The  two  fundamental  words  in  the  order,  in- 
dicating the  Division's  duties,  were  "direct" 
and  "offers."  In  other  words,  the  Division's 
functions  have  been  limited  to  the  administer- 
ing of  donations.  The  material  given  by  a 
generous,  patriotic  citizenry  has  been  tremen- 


dous in  quantity  and  quality,  so  that  we  have 
not  lacked  the  wherewithal  to  work. 

The  services  the  Division  has  been  able  to 
render,  we  believe,  have  been  two-sided.  On 
the  one  hand,  the  Government  departments 
needing  advertising  help  have  been  enabled 
to  find  space,  counsel,  copy  and  complete 
advertising  service  in  one  place;  on  the  other 
hand,  the  advertising  forces  themselves,  have 
been  protected  by  the  Division  from  im- 
proper demands  upon  them  as  well  as  from 
duplication  of  legitimate  demands. 

Both  sides  have  been  benefited  also,  we 
trust,  by  the  fact  that  through  the  Division 
of  Advertising  a  sane  and  proper  conception 
of  the  place  of  advertising  in  accomplishing 
governmental  purposes  has  been  made  avail- 
able to  those  who  had  previously  lacked  the 
ojiportunity  of  investigating  the  subject.  In 
other  words,  besides  doing  its  daily  work  for 
winning  the  war,  the  members  of  the  Division 
of  Advertising  have  been  able  to  bring  the 
American  public  and  the  advertising  world 
together  in  better  understanding. 

In  taking  up  the  details  of  our  work,  we 
consider  it  our  first  and  most  important  duty 
to  acknowledge  the  Government's  debt  of 
gratitude  to  the  generous  donors  of  advertis- 
ing space  and  service  which  have  made 
possible  the  work  hereafter  described.  No 
mere  recital,  either  in  terms  of  agate  lines  or 
of  dollars,  can  give  an  adequate  picture  of 
the  value  of  these  gifts  to  the  common  cause 
of  winning  the  war,  now  so  happily  achieved. 
Something  of  the  spirit  which  characterized 
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I  111'  offers  would  li;i\c  to  Ix-  jiddcd.  ;iiul  soiiie- 
lliiiif;.  too,  of  lilt'  iiiiiiu'iisiiriil)li'  results  ac- 
i-om|)lislie(l  l)y  tlu'so  donations  in  hringing 
forcihly  to  our  millions  of  citi/.ons  llu'  iicces- 
sar\'  messages  of  tiic  hour. 

Inade(|uate  as  I  hey  are.  Ii()\\('\'er,  llie  lists 
of  contrihutions  of  sjiaee  and  serviee  whioli 
Iiave  ai)|)eared   in   our  ])revions   reports   are 


hereby  made  a  ])art  of  this  final  re])(Ml  and 
the  only  practical  aeeounl  which  can  be  taken 
of  the  generosity  of  patriotic  pnhlisliers.  ad- 
vertisers, advertising  agents,  artists.  c()j)y- 
writers  and  prinlers  who  cilJicr  ])ui'cliasr(l 
sonu'tliing  with  money  and  gaxc  it  or  else 
gave  freely  of  their  source  of  re\eiiue.  which 
is  the  e(jiiivalent  of  nn)ney. 


Donations  of  Space 


E.KAMiNArioN  of  the  list  of  donations  will 
show  that  about  SOD  publishers  of 
monthly  and  weekly  ])eriodicals  gave  sjjace, 
worth  $15!),'-275.()4  per  month  for  the  duration 
of  the  wai'  and  this  was  being  increased 
montlil\-  when  the  armistice  suddenly  ter- 
minatetl  lIu'  arrangement.  On  an  annual 
basis  this  would  have  meant  $1.91 1,:507.8'-2, 
i)ut  as  the  contributions  were  "for  the  dura- 
tion of  the  war,"  the  total  would  have  been 
far  in  excess  of  that  hgure  had  it  been  needetl. 
These  included  monlhl,\-  and  weekly  maga- 
zine.s,  business  press,  agricultural  ])apers,  thea- 
tre ])rograins  in  all  the  leading  cities,  and 
miscellaneous  ])ublications.  In  aildition,  ad- 
vertisers of  merchandise  purchased  in  various 
nationally  circulated  i)eriodicals  $:54(),})S1  .'-21 
worth  of  s])ace  and  turned  [his  s|)ace  o\<'r  to 
the  Division  of  Advertising  to  use  for  Govern- 
ment i)ur])oses.  These  were  definite  purchases 
for  1!)18,  but  indications  had  already  been 
gi\cii  lli;il  i-enewals  would  follow  in  1!)!!).  .Vlso 
mu<li  sjjacc  in  adxcrtisers"  own  ])ublications 
was  devoted  to  (iovernnu'iit  work  in  a  similar 
manner,  but  as  such  s])ace  is  not  sold,  a  mar- 


ket \aliie  cannot  be  ])ut  u|)on  it.  Miscellane- 
ous donations  of  space  included  winilow  dis- 
plays in  .stores  throughout  the  country,  s])ace 
in  merchants'  local  newspa])er  advertising, 
and  local  advertising  through  syndicated  ad- 
vertising service. 

Figuring  on  a  yearly  basis,  the  donation  of 
space  only  has  totaled  a])i)roxim;itely  $"2,- 
■ioO.OOO.  Of  this,  as  figures  given  later  will 
show,  onl\'  about  $1  ,.5!)4,()()()  was  n.sed,  owing 
to  the  sudden  cessation  of  our  activities. 

We  are  unable  to  include  in  our  reporleil 
figures,  though  it  has  been  of  great  \alne, 
outdoor  ad\"ertising  in  both  poster  and 
l)ainted  signs,  which  has  been  extensively 
used  l)y  various  (lovernment  de])artments  to 
secure  recruits  foi-  the  army  and  navy,  to  call 
attention  lo  the  neccssily  of  conserving  food, 
to  promote  the  sale  of  Liberty  Bonds  and 
War  Savings  Stam])s,  and  in  the  Red  Cross 
and   I'liited  AVai-   l"'uiid   l)ri\-cs. 

In  many  of  these  campaigns  the  l)i\ision 
of  .Vdxertising  has  contributed  its  services 
and  has  i-eceivcd  the  fullest  co-o])eration  from 
the  outiloor  advertising  interests. 


Donations  of  Service 


A  I  TiiK  \  i;hy  top  of  the  list  of  those  who 
•  gave  freely  of  their  time  and  of  the  serv- 
ices of  their  expert  employes  stand  the  ad- 
vertising agents  of  the  country,  'i'heir  .serv- 
ices were  offered   withoul    I'cserve    and    were 


made  eifecti\'i'  by  means  of  the  war  service 
committee  of  the  association.  Not  only  were 
no  fees  charged  for  the  writing  of  the  co])y 
which  has  been  used  by  the  Division  with 
such   success   in    the   \arions  campaigns,   but 
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llic  liiNoiits,  "roiiglis"  and  in  souu'  cases  tlie 
finished  illustrations  themselves  were  fur- 
nished to  the  Government  without  price. 
The  best  men  in  each  of  these  organizations 
were  always  available,  even  I  he  proprietors 
themselves,  and  frequently  night  woi'k  was 
resort(>d  to  in  the  filling  of  rush  oi-dcrs. 

The  Division  of  Pictorial  Publicity  of  the 
Committee  on  Public  Information,  though  a 
sister  division  and  doing  most  of  its  work  in- 
(le])endently  of  our  division,  holds  a  high 
place  among  the  factors  which  nuule  the  work 
of  the  Division  of  Advertising  effective.  To 
tlie  artists"  organization  we  looked  largely 
for  the  illustration  of  the  periodical  adver- 
tisements as  well  as  for  such  posters  as  were 
furnished  through  our  division.  The  gifted 
l)cucils  and  brushes  of  America's  foremost 
artists  were  enthusiastically  ofl'ered  us  and  as 
gratefully  used.  The  organization  created  by 
Messrs.  Charles  Dana  Gibson,  E.  De Sales 
Casey  and  H.  Devitt  Welsh,  was  so  effective 
and  so  conveniently  located  that  co-operation 
between  the  two  divisions  was  practical  and 
void  of  lost  motion. 

A  notable  gear  in  the  Government's 
national  advertising  machine  was  the  window 
display  feature.  This  was  made  possible  by 
the  intelligent  co-operation  of  the  Inter- 
national Association  of  Display  Men.  This 
organization  appointed  a  National  War  Serv- 
ice Committee  on  Window  Displays,  the 
chairman  of  which,  Mr.  C.  J.  Potter,  took  a 
desk  in  the  New  York  offices  of  the  Division 
of  Advertising  and  not  only  turned  over  to 
the  Division  the  entire  window  display  re- 
sources of  the  Association  in  600  cities,  but 
directed  the  entire  work  of  creating  patriotic 
window  displays  throughout  the  country  so 
that,  timed  to  tlie  minute,  they  supi^lemented 
our  campaigns  in  the  periodicals.  The  window 
display  committee  was  instrumental  in  the 
l)uilding  of  00,000  reported  displays  on 
various  Government  subjects,  and  probably 
hundreds  more  vmreported.

The  164  local  Advertising  Clubs  of  the 
Associated  Advertising  Clubs  of  the  World 
also  appointed  service  committees  and  accom- 
plished valuable  results  in  giving  the  Division 
desirable  contact  for  local  Supplemental  work. 

On  account  of  special  grasp  of  the  situation 
and  eft'ective  co-operation,  special  acknow- 
ledgment should  be  made  of  the  work  of  the 
war  service  committees  of  the  Association  of 
National  Advertisers,  American  Association  of 
Advertising  Agents,  Agricultural  Publishers' 
A.ssociation.  Associated  Business  Papers,  Col- 
lege Publications,  Direct  Mail  Advertising  As- 
sociation, Graphic  Arts  Association,  National 
Association  of  Theatre  Program  Publishers, 
Periodical  Publishers'  Association,  Technical 
Publicity  Associat  ion  and  the  Six  Point  League . 

Also  the  pati'iotic  and  generous  work  of  the 
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Association  of  P>mploying  Printers  of  New 
York  City  should  be  especially  noted.  They 
responded  to  every  call  for  type  composition 
free  of  charge.

Method  of  Work 


THE  DIVISION  OF  ADVERTISING  COUCcived 
itself  as  forming,  with  its  co-oi)erators,  the 
Advertising  Agents  Association  and  the  Divi- 
sion of  Pictorial  Pul)licity,  a  great  service 
advertising  agency  and  organized  accordingly. 
Meeting  with  its  clients,  representatives  of 
the  various  Government  Departments,  either 
in  its  New  York  offices  in  the  Metropolitan 
Tower,  or  in  Washington,  counsel  was  given 
as  to  the  best  method  of  attacking  the  client's 
problem . 

The  Directors  tlien  planned  the  campaign, 
designated  one  agency  or  two,  as  the  case 
denuinded,  to  write  the  coijv,  luul  it  illustrated 
by  artists  chosen  by  the  Division  of  Pictorial 
Publicity,  secured  approval  from  the  Gov- 
ernmental client,  carefully  selected  the  proper 
publications  to  carry  the  jjarticular  message 
in  hand,  and  sent  out  the  plates. 

Publishers  who  donated  space  have  fre- 
quently commented  favorabl^•  upon  the  serv- 
ice given  in  this  way  by  the  Division,  ("om- 
ments  of  Government  clients  will  be  given  in 
their  i)roper  place.

I  Am  Public  Opinion 

All  men  fear  me! 

I  declare  that  Uncle  Sam  shall  not  go 
to  his  knees  to  beg  you  to  buy  iiis 
bonds.  That  is  no  position  for  a  fight- 
ing man.  But  if  you  have  the  money 
to  buy.  and  do  not  buy,  I  will  make 
this  No  Man's  Land  for  you! 

I  will  judge  yovi  not  by  an  allegiance 
expressed  in  mere  words. 

1  will  judge  you  not  by  your  mad 
cheers  as  our  boys  march  away  to 
whatever  fate  may  liave  in  store  for 
them. 

I  will  judge  you  not  by  the  warmth  of 
the  tears  you  shed  over  the  lists  of  the 
dead  and  the  injured  that  come  to  us 
from  time  to  time. 

1  will  judge  you  not  by  your  uncovered 
head  and  solemn  mien  as  our  maimed 
in  battle  return  to  oiu-  shores  for  lov- 
ing care. 

But.  as  wise  as  1  am  just,  I  will  judge 
you  by  the  material  aid  you  give  to 
the  fighting  men  who  are  facing  death 
that  you  may  live  and  move  and  have 
your  being  in  a  world  made  safe.

House  organs  published  throughout  the 
coimtry.  This  service  aggregated  a  circula- 
tion of  over  four  millions  in  over  200  im- 
portant house  organs .  Many  of  these  house 
organs  at  their  own  expense  republished 
posters  in  full  colors  on  front  or  back  covers 
and  many  others  would  have  done  this  had 
time  permitted.

ADVERTISING  sjiacc  and  services  have  been 
i-  given  regularly  to  sell  WarSavingsStamps, 
this  being  a  continuous  campaign.  We  were, 
however,  notified  late  in  May  of   President 
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GOVERNMENT    WAR    ADVERTISING 


Wilson's  appointment  of  June  "28111  as  Na- 
tional War  Savings  Stamp  Day,  and  were 
informed  that  on  or  before  that  day  all  Ameri- 
cans would  be  expected  to  pledge  their  savings 
in  as  great  a  degree  as  possible,  the  effort  being 
to  obtain  pledges  for  the  entire  two  billion 
dollars  called  for  this  year. 

This  was  short  notice,  but  we  were  able  to 
assign  a  considerable  amount  of  space  in  me- 
diums of  national  circulation, general  weeklies, 
trade  journals  and  farm  papers  i)ul)lished  ])ri()r 
to  June  '•28tli. 

We  were  also  invited  to  co-operate  with 
the  Treasury  officials  in  providing  newspaper 
advertising  copy  to  be  sent  all  over  the 
country.  This  cop.^'  was  hurriedly  prepared 
and  sent  out  advertising  the  purpose  of  War 
Savings  Day.  We  also  sent  to  a  large  list  of 
l)ublications  electrotypes  of  a  coupon  to  be 
filled  in,  signetl  and  sent  to  local  postoffices. 
This  was  given  very  large  circulation. 

Mr.  H.  E.  Benedict,  Executive  Secretary 
of  the  National  War  Savings  Committee, 
wrote  on  Jime  7th. 

We  quote  in  part  as  follows: 


"I  want  to  tell  you  how  grateful  our 
Connnittee  is  for  the  help  you  have  given 
us.

German  agents  are  everywhere,  eager  to  gather  scraps  of  news  about  our  men,  our  ships,  our  munitions. 
It  is  still  possible  to  get  such  information  through  to  ( iermany,  where  thousands  of  these  fragments — often 
individually  harmless — are  patiently  pieced  together  into  a  whole  which  spells  death  to  American  soldiers  and 
danger  to  American  homes. 

But  while  the  enemy  is  most  industrious  in  trying  to  collect  information,  and  his  systems  elaborate,  he  is 
not  superhuman — indeed  he  is  often  very  stupid,  and  would  fail  to  get  what  he  wants  were  it  not  deliber- 
atelv  handed  to  him  by  the  carelessness  of  loyal  Americans. 


Do  not  discuss  in  public,  or  with  strangers,  any  news  of 
troop  and  transport  movements,  of  bits  of  gossip  as  to  our 
military  preparations,  which  come  into  your  possession. 

Do  not  permit  your  friends  in  service  to  tell  you — or 
write  you — "inside"  facts  about  where  they  are,  what  they 
are  doing  and  seeing. 

Do  not  become  a  tool  of  the  Hun  by  passing  on  the  ma- 
licious, disheartening  rimiors  which  he  so  eagerly  sows.  Re- 
member he  asks  no  better  service  than  to  have  you  spread 
his  lies  of  disasters  to  our  soldiers  and  sailors,  gross  scan- 
dals in  the  Red  Cross,  cruelties,  neglect  and  wholesale  e.xe- 
cutiuns  in  our  camps,  drunkenness  and  vice  in  tlie  Expe- 
ditionary Force,  and  other  tales  certain  to  disturb  .\merican 
patriots  and  to  bring  anxiety  and  grief  to  .Vmerican  parents. 


.\nd  do  not  wait  until  you  catch  some  one  putting  a  bomb 
under  a  factory.  Report  the  man  who  spreads  pessimistic 
stories,  divulges  —  or  seeks  —  confidential  military  informa- 
tion, cries  for  peace,  or  belittles  our  efforts  to  W'in  the  war. 

Send  the  names  of  such  persons,  even  if  they  are  in  uni- 
form, to  the  Department  of  Justice,  Washington.  Give  all 
the  details  you  can.  with  names  of  witnesses  if  possible — 
show  the  Hun  that  we  can  beat  him  at  his  own  game  of 
collecting  scattered  information  and  putting  it  to  work.  The 
fact  that  you  made  the  report  will  not  become  public. 

You  are  in  contact  with  the  enemy  today,  just  as  truly 
as  if  you  faced  him  across  No  Man's  Land.  In  your  hands 
are  two  powerful  weapons  with  whicli  tn  meet  him — discre- 
tion and  vigilance.    Use  tliciii.

THE  services  of  the  Division  of  Advertising 
were  ijlaceil  at  the  disposal  of  the  Provosl 
Marshal  General  in  detaining  registration  on 
September  12th  of  thirteen  million  men.  IS 
to  4.5  years  of  age.  'Phe  "Advertising  Service 
Bulletin"  and  the  "Selective  Service  Regis- 
ter," folders  containing  advertisements,  were 
prepared  by  the  Division  of  Advertising 
through  the  co-operation  of  its  committees. 
The  Advertising  liulletin  fm-nished  news- 
papers and  advertisers  with  officially  aj)- 
proved  cojiy  in  both  editorial  and  advertising 
form  ready  to  run.  This  material  was  ex- 
tensively used  throughout  the  coimtry  })y 
new.spapers  and  by  advertisers  in  their  local 
advertising.  The  Selective  Service  Register 
contained  officially  signed  messages  as  to  the 
duty  of  registration  from  President  Wilson, 
Secretary  Baker,  General  Growder,  Secretary 
Daniels  and  General  Mairli,  and  was  pub- 
lished to  help  1.3,000,000  men  to  know  how. 
w  hrii  and  wliere  to  ivgister.  It  contained 
poster  of  notification  of  registration  and  ex- 
plicit directions  of  how  to  answer  ipiestions 
on  registration  card.  .\lso  instructions  for 
registrars.  Special  mailings  of  these  ]nd)- 
lications  were  produced  and  distributed 
tlu-ough   the  Division  of  Distribution    lo  the 


extent  of  some  twenty  millions  (d  cojiies, 
including  18,000  new.spapers,  11,000  national 
advertisers  and  agencies,  10,000  Chambers  of 
Commerce  and  their  members,  30,000  nmnn- 
facturers'  associations,  22.000  labor  unions, 
10,000  public  lil)raries,  .'52,000  bunks,  58,000 
general  .stores,  3,500  Y.  M.  C.  A.  branches, 
10.000  mend)ers  of  the  Council  of  National 
Defense,  1,000  Advertising  Clubs,  5(5,000 
postoffices,  55,000  railroad  station  agents, 
5.000  draft  boards,  100.000  Red  Cro.ss  or- 
ganizations, 12.000  manufacturers"  agents.

111  touch  with  your  Local  Registration  officials 
and  co-operate  whh  them. 

Here  are  a  few  suggestions  : 

Arrange  for  talks  to  your  men;  place  inspira- 
tional and  informative  bulletins  on  bulletin-boards; 
establish  Selective  Service  Information  Bureaus;  in- 
close slips  in  your  men's  pay  envelopes. 

Arrange  for  definite  hours  when  the  men  in  the 
different  departments  or  sub-divisions  of  your  busi- 
ness shall  be  allowed  time  to  go  and  register.  Post 
full  lists  of  the  men  in  your  employ  between  tiie 
specified  ages,  the  men  to  check  off  their  names 
after  they  have  registered. 

Many  other  ideas,  applicable  to  your  own  busi- 
ness, will  doubtless  occur  to  you. 

This  is  an  emergency  such  as  this  country  has

The  Future 


THE  specific  need  which  the  Division  of 
Advertising  was  convoked  to  fill  passed 
with  the  signing  of  the  armistice,  and  the 
tlonations  of  space  and  service  with  which 
the  Division  of  Advertising  has  worked  auto- 
matically ceased  at  the  same  time,  but  the 
need  of  the  Government  for  means  of  prop- 
erly and  adequately  informing  public  opinion, 
as  the  president  put  it,  is  as  great  as  ever. 
Many  think  that  the  period  of  remaking  the 
world,  which  we  have  now  entered,  has 
brought  greater  problems  than  those  of  the 
period  of  world  destruction.  At  least,  these 
problems  are  more  obscure,  more  intangible, 
more  removed  from  the  average  man's  range 
of  thought.    All  the  more  need,  therefore,  of 


the  direct  route  of  comnumication  to  his 
understanding  and  to  his  sympathies  which 
advertising  affords. 

It  is  probably  true  that  the  people  never 
disapjjrove  of  a  sound  project  initiated  by 
their  representatives  when  once  they  under- 
stand it.  Disapproval  or  long  weary  hesita- 
lion  is  due  to  inadequate  methods  of  educa- 
tion. 

Advertising,  as  employed  by  the  Govern- 
ment during  the  war,  has  three  characteristic 
advantages  over  ordinary  news  publicity  for 
reaching  the  people  and  securing  quick  re- 
sponse . 

First,  it  is  controlled  in  wording,  which 
makes  it  exact  and  authoritative. 
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Second,  it  is  eoiitrolk'd  in  apjjearance, 
which  enables  the  Government  to  insure  its 
reathibility.  and  thereby  its  penetration. 

Third,  it  makes  possible  the  repetition  of 
the  lesson  until  it  is  learned — probably  the 
most  important  element  of  advertising  and 
the  leading  reason  for  its  success. 

It  would  seem  to  us.  therefore,  who  have 
had  the  privilege  of  directing  the  Govern- 
ment's first  essay  in  the  use  of  advertising 
Governmental  projects  to  the  people,  that  the 
experiences  of  the  past  year,  together  with  the 
similar  experiences  of  Great  Britain  and 
Canada  throughout  the  war,  justify  the 
belief  that  Government  could  profitably  con- 
tinue the  use  of  advertising  for  i)roperly  anil 
adequately  informing  public  ojjinion. 

Also  we  believe  that  economy  and  effi- 
ciency demand  a  central  controlling  body 
with  knowledge  of  advertising  practice,  to  act 
as  advi.sors  to  the  Government  Departments 


and  to  conduct  the  campaigns,  in  accordance 
with  the  plans  approvetl  by  the  departments 
for  which  the  advertising  is  done.  By  exer- 
cising the  principle  of  centralization,  the 
Division  of  Advertising  was  able  to  effect 
great  economies  in  the  handling  of  the  Gov- 
ernment's advertising;  t)ut  these  ec'ononiies 
were  only  a  beginning  as  compared  with  what 
could  be  done  by  a  permanent  body  with 
jjowers  fully  understood  by  all  (Jovernment 
departments  and  working  on  a  business  basis 
with  the  recognition  and  full  su])i>ort  both  of 
the  legislature  and  ailministrative  branches 
of  the  Government. 

In  closing  this  report  the  Directors  wish 
to  express  to  you  ijersonally  our  appreciation 
of  your  unfailing  support  and  co-operation  in 
all  that  we  have  tried  to  do,  and  through  you 
we  wish  to  tell  the  President  how  nuich  we 
have  enjoyed  the  opi)ortimity  he  gave  us  to 
help  toward  the  great  day  of  final  victory.
